To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed 

Vital  Statistics  There  are  a number  of  factors  affecting  the  vital 
statistics  for  the  Borough  which  came  to  light  after  the  production  of  the 
1968  annual  report. 

The  numbers  of  births  and  deaths,  and  the  respective  rates,  as  shown  in 
the  returns  of  the  General  Register  Office  have  always  been  high  and 
considerably  above  the  national  figure.  This  is  because  no  statistics  are 
transferred  between  England  and  Scotland  - any  Berwickshire  births  or  deaths 
which  occur  in  Berwick  are  credited  to  the  Borough  and  distort  the  picture. 

In  1968  there  were  60  such  births.  In  I969  there  were  45  Berwickshire  births 
(23  male  and  22  female)  in  the  Borough  and  23  Berwickshire  deaths  (l4  male  and 
9 female).  In  addition  there  were  2 births  and  1 death  affecting  the  Borough 
which  occurred  in  Berwickshire.  The  table  of  statistics  shows  the  amended 
figures  first  and  those  supplied  by  the  General  Register  Office  in  brackets. 

The  amended  adjusted  rates  are,  births  I6.6  per  thousand  population,  and 
deaths  11.2  per  thousand.  These  compare  with  rates  for  England  and  Wales  of 
16.3  and  11.9  respectively  and  show  only  small  differences.  There  is  a 
similar  downward  trend  in  the  birth  rate. 

Comment  was  made  last  year  that  in  I968  the  population,  as  estimated  by 
the  General  Register  Office,  had  fallen  by  370  persons.  For  19^9  this  has 
been  revised  upwards  and  shov;s  an  increase  of  250  persons  over  I968.  There 
had  also  been  marked  changes  in  the  comparability  factors,  1.15  for  births  and 
0.77  for  deaths,  and  these  remain  the  same  in  1969*  According  to  information 
received  comparability  factors  are  only  revised  if  a population  shows  a lOJi 
variation  and  this  had  occurred  in  the  sample  census  in  I966. 

Immunisation  The  acceptance  rates  for  primary  immunisation  of  infants  again 
show  a fall  for  the  area  as  a whole  and  this  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory. 
It  is  common  that  acceptance  rates  fall  when  there  has  been  no  significant 
epidemic  infections  over  a period. 
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Conversely  acceptance  of  all  forms  of  immunisation  rise  considerably  if 
there  is  an  outbreak  of  one  serious  infectious  illness. 

It  is  surprising  that  acceptance  of  smallpox  vaccination  is  at  a 
higher  level  than  for  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  etc.  The  converse  is 
usually  the  case. 

Infectious  Diseases  There  were  no  occurrences  of  significance  during  the 
year.  A case  with  symptoms  suggestive  of  typhoid  was  disproved.  Some 
contacts  whose  occupation  involved  food--handling  were  required  to 
discontinue  their  work  until  the  negative  diagnosis  was  received. 

Mussel  Poisoning  Mussels  in  the  estuary,  in  common  with  the  North 
Northumberland  coast,  were  again  affected  with  the  plankton  neurotoxin  and 
warning  notices  were  put  up.  This  appears  to  be  a regular  occurrence  in 
the  early  summer  months  although  it  is  probable  that  the  high  levels  of 
toxicity  of  I968  v/ere  unusual. 

Housing  The  report  shows  the  progress  with  slum  clearance  and  the  number 
of  houses  in  Orders  confirmed  or  awaiting  confirmation,  also,  the  diminishing 
number  using  stand-pipe  water  supply  or  with  shared  toilet  facilities.  If 
the  speed,  and  cost  to  the  Borough,  of  slum  clearance  appear  at  times 
excessive  this  is  offset  by  the  improved  conditions  of  the  persons  involved 
for  whom,  in  most  cases,  the  most  urgent  need  and  v/ish  is  to  be  rehoused. 

Old  People’s  Housing  The  views  of  old  people  themselves  are  often  not 
heard  in  this  matter  and  those  expressed  at  a recent  meeting  of 
representatives  of  0ver-60  Clubs  in  North  Northumberland  are  of  interest. 
These  indicated  that  they  would  prefer  old  people's  housing  schemes  where 
they  could  have  'peace  and  quiet' ; they  would  like  two  bedrooms  (one  for 
visitors)  in  early  retirement  and  single  bedroomed  housing  in  the  later 
seventies  and  eighties;  they  would  accept  this  involved  tv^o  removals  and 
would  be  prepared  to  undergo  this;  they  would  like  central  heating  but  were 
worried  about  possible  increased  cost;  and  they  would  prefer  showers  as 


opposed  to  baths. 


A scheme,  with  a warden,  could  be  of  considerable  benefit  to  a 
number  of  old  people  in  the  Borough.  It  would  probably  be  found  that 
it  would  additionally  release  a surprising  number  of  bigger  council 
houses  for  younger  and  larger  families.

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  this  report  -for  the  year  1969* 

Annual  Reports  tend  to  be  statements  of  hard  facts  and  do  little 
to  convey  the  personal  or  human  side  of  a Public  Health  Department's 
work.  This  is  something  which  is  accepted  and  although  there  may  be 
no  single  aspect  which  can  be  spotlighted  as  dramatic,  the  year  did 
show  continuing  and  steady  progress  in  the  field  of  environmental 
health. 

With  the  passing  into  law  of  the  Housing  Act  I969  a new  phase 
in  housing  legislation  was  launched  and  for  the  first  time  grant  aid 
beccime  available  in  certain  circumstances  for  housing  repairs  as  well 
as  for  improvements.  It  will  take  some  time  to  see  how  much  of  an 
inducement  this  new  feature  together  with  the  increased  grants  is 
towards  selling  the  idea  of  house  improvements. 

As  in  previous  years  I welcome  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  assistance  and  support  given  by  Coiuicil  members, 
my  staff,  colleagues  and  those  outside  Local  Government.

The  supplies  are  not  known  to  be  pliunbo-solvent  and  are  well 
protected  against  contamination.

COI-MON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  19^9 

Only  5 "takes”  were  recorded  during  the  annual  test-baiting  of  sewers, 
a total  of  70  manholes  being  tested.  Quarterly  fluoroacetamide  poisoning 
of  a total  of  80  manholed  was  carried  out,  following  test-baiting  results 
and  previously  known  infestations. 

During  the  year  317  visits  v;ere  made  to  infested  premises. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  I96I  - PIGEONS 

Quarterly  "treatments"  were  carried  out  and  1,151  pigeons  were 
destroyed.  Despite  this,  complaints  of  nuisance  from  pigeons  are  still 
received. 

INSECT  INFESTATIONS 

Only  15  complaints  wfere  received  concerning  infestation  of  insects 
and  13  wasps  nests  were  destroyed.  The  rodent  operative  is  employed 
on  this  work  when  necessary.

Information  required  about  premises,  inspections  and  notices 
served  is  summarised  in  Appendix  2. 

HOUSING 

Inspections  of  houses  totalled  258. 

As  in  previous  years,  dealing  with  unfit  houses  occupied  much 
of  the  Department's  time.  Twenty  houses  were  included  in  k seperate 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  which  were  all  confirmed  without  modification. 
Another  two  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  involving  11  houses  were  awaiting 
confirmation  by  the  Minister  at  the  close  of  the  year.  In  addition  2 
Clearance  Orders,  involving  10  houses,  were  made  and  confirmed. 

As  well  as  the  above  Orders,  one  undertaking  not  to  relet  as  unfit 
house  was  received  and  one  Closing  Order  was  revoked,  the  house  having 
been  made  fit  for  habitation. 
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The  Housing  Act  19^9  became  law  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

The  full  impact  of  this  nev/  legislation  had  not  time  to  make  itself  felt 
by  the  end  of  I969  but  a general  survey  of  housing  was  undertaken  mainly 
with  the  object  of  selecting  possible  General  Improvement  Areas. 
Increased  grants  for  house  improvement  appeared  to  be  attracting  more 
attention  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  continue.

A total  of  55  visits  were  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Seven  informal  notices  were  served,  including  one  regarding  the  use  of  an 
unlicensed  site. 

One  site  licences  applied  for  permission  for  caravans  to  remain  on 
site  during  the  winter  months.  This  matter  was  passed  to  the  County 
Planning  Department  and  a decision  is  awaited. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1933 


Inspection  of  Food  and  Food  Premises 

During  the  year  526  visits  v/ere  made  to  inspect  meat  at  the 
slaughterhouses,  and  7i605  animals  were  inspected.  One  hundred  per 
cent  meat  inspection  is  carried  out. 

Inspections  of  other  foods  totalled  8l,  and  in  all  8 tons  19  cv/ts. 
17  lbs.  of  foodstuffs  were  condemned.  Compared  with  I968  this  is  an 
increase  of  2 cwts.  25  lbs. 

A large  quantity  of  frozen  food  was  condemned  during  the  year. 
Overnight  failure  in  deep  freeze  cabinets  caused  the  foods  to  de-frost 
making  them  inasui table  for  sale. 

Licences  were  issued  to  Ik  slaughtermen.  Two  private  slaughter- 
houses operating  in  the  Borough  were  also  licensed  and  a new  lease  drawn 
up  for  Ord  koad  Abattoir. 

Seven  complaints  concerning  foodstuffs  were  received.  The 
alleged  contraventions  varied  considerably  and  although  warnings  were 
issued  in  some  cases  no  statutory  action  was  considered  appropriate. 

Three  applications  were  received  and  approved  for  registration 
under  Section  I6  of  the  Act  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

Ice  Cream 

Seventeen  routine  samples  were  submitted  for  exajnination  and  of 
these  16  were  reported  as  Grade  I,  the  other  being  Grade  II.
